1n every Corner, yea, and in Print too, againſt the King and 
Parliament, though all their- Proceedings hitherto 4end ſo 
directly to the general. good of the Nation, that we muſt 
either want common Underſtanding not to ſee it, . or prove 
moſt ungrateful to our Repreſentatives not to acknowledge 
ſuch an evident truth as this is with our moſt thankful res. 
turns. To proceed with ſome method in this. deſigned

mary view of the late condition of our Affairs; and, ſecondly, 
give'a full anſwer to whatever is maliciouſly fuggeſted to 


the unthinking Multitude; yea, and in Printed Pamphlets 
likewiſe, to the feduciog of the fimple, and to the great eti- 


couragement of the profeſſed Enemies and Diſturbers of the 


preſent Government. 

IV. If we confider in what condition we were in, the two 
laſt years of King Fames's Reign, we may remember we 
were given up for loſt by all our Friends in Exrope, and did 
think ſo to'our ſelves, it being then impoſſible for us to ima-. 
gine from whence our reliet ſhould *come. ' A Power of 
diſpenſing with, and ſuſpending of Laws, and the execution 
of Laws, was already ſo fully eſtabliſhed, that the very 
humblepetitioning'to be excuſed ftorn'concurring to the faid 
aſſam'd Power, was Crime enotgh'for the Commitment and 
Proſecution of divers worthy Prelates: 'The Court of Com- 
miſſioners-for Eecleſiaſtical Cauſes was a fort of Inquiſition; 
or, at leaſt, a certain Fore-runner of the new way of cor 
verting People,'by the irrefiſtible Eloquence of arm'd Dra- 
goons: "The levying Money for, and tothe uſeof the Crown, 
by pretence of Prerogative, for other time, and in other 
manner, than the ſame was granted by the Parliament, was 
nothing elſe but a preparatory contrivance, to try afterwards 
a French experiment upon the Gold and Silverof the Nation: 
The horrible and illegal Puniſhments inflicted by corrupt 
Judges, exceſſive Fines and Bails, and ſeveral Grants- and 
Promiſes made of Fines and Forfeitures, beforeany Conviction 


of Judgment againſt the Perſons, upon whom the fame were 


tobe levyed;/and all the other Injuſtices, Grievances, -aftd 
Irre&ularities' of tlioſe days,' were 'but previous diſpo fitiohs to 
the new modelling” of the Nation" into aFrame, the'tmore ex- 
fily to be 'wrought upon'by the Romifh Prieſts, in caſe their 
weak Argutments'could'fiot prevail, as 'twas impoſlible they 
ſhould have prevaileBma Nation fo well provided and ſtock'd 
witli f0lid Teatnibg, both againſt Error,-and Superſtition. ; 
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V. If this was our condition within, our ſelves, it was 
made much worſe by the diſmal proſpeCt of the threatning 
French: Greatneſs : The French King's known and cloſe En- 
gagements with the late King Fames, the ſudden Growth of 
his Power, both by Sea and by Land, ſeem'd to threaten all 
his Neighbours with the utmoſt Deſolation, unleſs, by laying 
aſide the uſe of their Reaſon, they acted all likefFools, and 
turned Papiſts; which could not ſecure them neither from 
Oppreſion and- Slavery, ſince none are greater Slaves, nor 
ſo unmercifully oppreſſed as the French Papiſts themſelves: 
This is but a ſhort and ſummary view. of the publick Cala- 
mities and Miſerics we lay under, till our Deliverer came 
over to: free/'us from them, by the beſt Methads our Repre- 
{entatives could: fall upon for our, ſafety in times to come; 
which are certainly ſuch-as give full ſatisfaction to all good 
Men, and Loyal Subjeas, that are not till in love with 
Popery and Slavery, both of Body and Soul, which always 
attends it : Sq that 'the preſent poſture of our Aﬀairs is now 
ſuch, that we have: all reaſon to hope, if we can but agree 
among our ſelves, this Kingdom may become again, as 'twas 
of old, the terrour of France. Europe never bid fairer for 
a level. of the French Monarch, he being now ſurrounded on 
all ſides, by thoſe he has made his irreconcileable Enemies, 
by his daily breaches of Oaths, by his Oppreſſions and In- 
vaſiqns, contrary to all Treaties made with him, either of 
Peace or Truce. | | 

VI. We cannot then but highly commend the prudent 


meaſures ofthe laſt Parliament, for ſupplying his Majeſty with - 


neceſlaries, towards a vigorous proſecution of this preſent 
War the Nation ſo long wiſh'd for in vain, the French Fatereſt 
prevailing too much formerly at the Court of England, 
againſt the Intereſt of the Proteſtant Religion, and of the 
Engliſh Nation. Such then as complain of ſome preſent 
hardſhips, always unavoidable in time of War, and would 
fain work the People into a belief of a. happier condition uns 

| | | -der 
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der another change of Afﬀairs, feem not to underſtand their 
true Intereſt; for muſt we expoſe our ſelves to a certain 


ruine, to the loſs of our Lives and Liberties, by not can- 
tributing liberally to the maintenance of a War, ſo neceſſary 


in this preſent juncture of our Afﬀairs? Our A/ lies now at 


the Stake, our Lives, Properties, Liberties, and Religion: 
Should any 7ax, or Impoſt, put us out of Humor, and cauſe 
us to wiſh for a change, as if we could pretend to any fe- - 
curity, in caſe things were ſettled again upon the fame Foun- 
dation they were on before? 

VII. Are we not ſufficiently acquainted, from daily ex- 
perience, with this undoubted Popiſh Princip'e, That a Pas 
pift is obliged to break his Oath taken not to extirpate Ferefee, 
as ſoon as he is in a capacity to root oat what he thinks Herejee, 
under a no leſs pain than that of Fternal Damnation'? King 
Lewis has fatisfied all the World, by what he has lately done, 
that this is no Calumny ; and Kirg Fames cleared all our 


| Doubts upon the matter, by what he likewiſe really did, and 


endeavoured to doe. 

. VIEI. But a late Scditious Pamphlet tells us a Tragical 
Story of the decay and loſs of Trade by this preſent War, 
That the Dutch ran away with our Trade at Sea, and tle 
French with our Ships: 7 his is but a meer groundlels ouriſh, 
that can only make _imprefiion upon ſome weak Minds, that 
neither underſtand their own Intereſt, nor that of the Na- 
tion they are in; tis true, we have loſt ſeveral Ships, and that 
is unavoidable in the beginning of any War as well as in this, 
till the Merchant-Men bound homewards are informed of 
a War declared, which muſt needs require ſome time; but 
of late we have loſt none, or we have taken the equivalenx 
of our loſſes from the Enemy ; and tor the: time-to come, 
his Majeſty has taken ſuch meafures, that it ſhalt not be here- 
aiter in the Power of the French to put a ſtop to our Trade, 
either into Holand, Spain, the Eaſt Countries, or Weſt and 


Eaſt Indies ; and as. for the Dutch, tis a groundleſs ſupper 
| tion, 
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ſition; though too often in the Mouths of ſuch as are dif- 


afeaed to! the Government, That they run away with our 
Trade, ſince the contrary may be eaſily made out to-an un- 
prejudiced Mind; Do we 'not [Trade ſtill, as well as the 
Dutch, both to the Faſt and Weſt indies, to Sweedland, Dew- 
mark, Hamburgh, and Polaud? Do the French allow them 
free paſſage more than to us? Andif they ſend abroad greater 
Merchant Fleets, and perhaps under greater Convoys than 
we do; by ſo doing they rather lend us a helping - Hand, 
than wrong us; becauſe in the mean time they clear the 
Seas of French Privateers, which makes of- courſe our 


Voyapes the ſafer, and great Convoys not fo abſolutely ne 


- ceſſary, as they would be at another time, when we were 
not in Union with the Dutch : So-that ſuch reflexions are 
either but idle and frothy Diſcourſes, or made upon a deſign 
to raiſe Sedition, and ſtir up the Nation againſt the preſent 
Government: But grant that what this difafftected Pam- 
phleteer ſays were really true, as it is not, in the full mea- 
ſure he would have it, let us balance our preſent decay of 
Trade on the one ſide, and:on the other hand the conſe- 
quences of not proſecuting vigorouſly the preſent War againſt 
the French, and we ſhall eaſily »diſcover either the groſs 
miſtakes of ſugh as diſcourſe after this rate, or their real 
deſigns to ruine their Country, by preferring a ſmall in- 
conveniency of not ſo full a Trade, to the very being of 
Liberty and Religion, and perhaps of the Nation it ſelf. 

IX. For let us allow to this pretended Politician, the de- 
fired change of Government he ſeems to aim at, this can 
never happen but in one of theſe three ways, either by the 
returning of King James again, or by the invaſion of King 
Lewis, or by a Civil War at home z which laſt thing, if 
fome do really intend, they deſign-nothing elſe but their own 
ruine, and that of their Country ; and if they would have 
King James to come again, muſt he come in by Conquett ? 
If he ever recovers &»glaud: by Conqueſt, where are then 

our 
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our'Properties; our Liberties, Gur 'Religion.- our Laws, and 
whatever Privileges . we now glory in,' and that no other 
Subjs&s in the World can boaſt; of 2 Would they haye King 
Fames:come in again- by agreement ? Beſides, ;the apparent 
impoſbbility of the!;thing, ; upon ſeveral, and:-obvious, acy 
counts, I wauld willingly: be Aatisfied, as was faying. before, 
how we can truſt him after ſo many violations of his Word; 
and ſince by the Principles of his Religion, he is obliged in 
Conſcience not to keep either Word given, ,or Oath taken, 
to. protect and promote Herelic, /if 'hg 15 once in Power to 
deftroy it. *1f- our Pamphleteer pretends to .a. Change: of 
Government, by a French Invaſion, he muſt either be a pro- 
feſſed French Papilt, or a very bad Engliſh Proteſtant, and 
quite of a different temper from all true: Englith-Men, who 
have ſtood in 6ppeſttion from all times to the Freneh Intereſt, 
not only upon the account of the Proteflant Religion, but 
likewiſe becauſe of their Civil Rights, which both they muſt.

X. I confeſs, as things now ſtand, there 15 little; or ng 
danger at all of their attempting the Conquelt of their ans 
cient Conquerors, the Z#xg/:/h, becruſe of our Union at pre+ 
ſent, againſt France with fo many powerful Allies ; but yet 
it we taxe not hold of this opportunity by the Fore-lock, | 
know not what may happen-in another Scene of airs, in 
caſe we were left alone to deal with the French, who by the 
connivance of the laſt two Reigns, are becoine ſo formidalſe 
at Sea, as to be a match either tor Us, or the Hollanders, 
Now can any Man of reach blame the King for recqmmen+ 
ding ſo often to the late Parliament, the abſolute necelity, af 
proſecuting vigorouſly the preſent War, in this preſeny 
juncture of our Afﬀairs ; or find fault with the Repreſentatives 
of the Nation, for ſupplying him with the neceſſary Sinews

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they deſigned it for: Neither can we be jealous of his Ma- 

jeſty's Deſign in calling in Foreigners, in order to the ſpeedy 
reduction of /reland; becauſe 'tis a matter of great Conſe- 
quence, for the Humbling of Frazce both by Sea and by 
Land; together with our Allies, to.put an end to our Do- 
meſtick Broils, with all poſſible expedition ; and this cannot 


| be better performed, than by joining to our own Forces a 


Body of veterane and experienced Forreigners. 
XI. But this looks, fay ſome of our Male-Contents, as 
if his Majeſty miſtruſted his own Subjeds, which if narrow- 


ly looked into, is a meer groundleſs aſperſion, ſince all his 


Majeſty's Forcesboth by Sea and by Land, an inconſiderable 
number of Foreigners excepted, are Natives, either of Eng- 
land, Scotland, or Ireland: Does the French King miſtruſt 
his own SubjeQs, becauſe of his joyning with them ſeveral 
Foreign Nations, as Switzers, 7talians, and both Engliſh, 
Scotch, and Iriſh, upon occaſion; the true reaſon of this 
common Practice is, that an Army conſiſting of Forces of 
different Nations, is upon this account more formidable than 
it would be if it conſiſted of meer Natives, that both thoſe 
Foreigners, and the Natives, fighting through emulation, 
teave no ſtone unturned to out-doe ore another ; the ob- 
ſerving of this Maxim made the Dutch a free People, to 
the pitch we ſee them in at this day: The French likewiſe 
owe in part their preſent Greatneſs to the valour of the Eng- 
liſh, -Scotch, and Switzers, who fighting not ſo much out of 
any particular kindneſs to them, as for their own reputation, 
were wont to overthrow whatever ſtood in their way, to 
the greatadvantange of the French,under whoſe pay they then 
were; undoubtedly this is his Majeſty's deſign in ſending for 
Foreigners, that the Natives may act their parts the better by 
Emulation and Example: So that though it be allowed to 
be true, as certainly it is, that King W:4:am has a ſufficient 
number of his own Subjects to reduce 7reland, and thoſe of
